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ALEXANDER SAVES 
DAY FOR ST. LOUIS 
IN WORLD'S SERIES 
New York, October 11.—The gaunt, 


weather-beaten figure of Grover 
Cleveland Alexander came back in all 


“its ancient pitching mastery Sunday 


to check the Yankees for the third 
time and clinch the first world’s base- 
bal championship that St. Louis has 
known in forty years. : 

Through the haze of this crucial 
test, the seventh and deciding game 
of the 1926 diamond classic, the Yan- 
kee defence cracked to yield the Car- 
dinals their winning margin of 3 to 2 
but it was Alexander the Great who 
saved the day with as dramatic and 
exciting a finish as any championship 
conflict has ever witnessed. 

The bases were full, two were out 
and only one Yankee run was needed 
to tie the game in the seventh in- 
ning when Alexander came to the res- 
cue of the tottering Cardinal's right 
hander, Jesse Haines, whose finger 
was split from throwing his knuekle 
ball and whose control was ebbing 
fast. 

It was a situation calculated to test 
the stoutest heart and the most sea- 
soned skill, with $50,000 and a world’s 
championship hanging in the balance, 
but Alexander was equal to it. 

Facing Tony Lazzeri, the great vet- 
eran hitched his trousers, called on 
the power of a right arm that hag 
carried him through 16 major league 
campaigns and struck out his man to 
retire the side as the crowd broke in- 
to a frenzied uproar. 

Safely past this crisis, the most 
dramatic moment of the game, Alex- 
ander easily subdued the Yankees in 
the closing two innings, yielding only 
a pass to Babe Ruth in the ninth as 
he completed one of the greatest pitch- 
ing exploits in world’s series history. 

Twice before Alexander had _ stop- 
ped the American league champions, 
going the full route to gain victories 
that pulled the fighting Cardinals each 
time back to even terms. It was only 
Saturday that his masterful boxwork 
led the National leaguers to-the tri- 
umph that forced the series to the 
limit, yet he was ready again Sunday, 
as strong and effective as ever, to 
sap the: climax to his heroic-role. » 


HUSKIES MENACE 
NORTH COUNTRY 


Edmonton, Oct. 11.—“‘Hunger crazed 
huskies, which lie around the north- 
ern. posts with their improvident In- 
dian masters during the summer are 
a source of danger to the unprotect- 
ed children there, and some regula- 
tions will soon be put into force for 
the control of the beasts,” said John 
A. McDougall, Fort Smith, agent of 
the department of the interior for the 
Mackenzie district, who arrived on 
Friday from the north. 

A little girl was attacked by a band 
of the brutes some time ago, he add- 
ed, but the child was saved by by- 
standers, who were attracted to the 
spot, and drove off the maddened ani- 
mals. She was injured, but not ser- 
fously. 

Such events are not uncomomn in 
the north, and instances have been 
known of children being killed by the 
huskies, many of which are part wolf. 
Their masters, the Indians, make no 
provision for the feeding of the dogs 
during the summer months, while the 
dogs are inactive, and they must rus- 
tle their food as best they can. How- 
ever, he said, if the dogs were order- 
ed to be tied up, there would be a 
good chance that they would die of 
thirst, as the Indians are quite indif- 
ferent about their teams except when 
they are using them on the trails in 
the winter. 


WHY PRICE OF 
WHEAT IS LOW; 


MANY REASONS | 


Trading in grain was reported to 
be very light generally on Friday and 
grain men in Calgary consider that 
despite a downward trend in prices,

Among other factors which the 
market had faced were advances in 
ocean freight at Chicago, which check- 
ed export sales; an overbought pro- 
fessional element at Winnipeg, who 
sold heavily, and a less urgent demand 
for wheat by milling interests.

In spite of these disturbing factors, 
prices appeared to steady themselves 
towards the close of the day's trading, 
and the best opinion seems to be that 
although conditions will be unsettled 
and prices rather erratic in the near

Disapproval of all training tending 
to militarism was expressed in a re- 
solution passed at the Red Deer con- 
vention this week by the Alberta W. 
C. T. U. In accordance with the re- 
solution, the churches will be asked 
to discontinue the officers’ training 
corps in the schools under their juris- 
diction, and the provincial govern- 
ments will be urged to discontinue 
cadet training in the public schools 
and substitute a course in physical 
training, The women of the W.C.T.U. 
will also make a study of peace move- 
ments and ally themselves with any 
activities that tend to develop peace 
sentiment. 

Reaffirming its uncompromising op- 
position to all forms of gambling by 
mechanical devices, or otherwise, the 
convention commended the action of 
those who advocate better means: of 
carrying on the work of service and 
other. social-clubs: than: by using, gam. 
ling: devices... 

The convention also voiced its ap- 
preciation of the work of the board 
of moving picture censors of the pro- 
vince and pledged the continued sup- 
port of the W.C.T.U. to prevent the 
presentation of pictures of doubtful 
character. 

Yor the thirteenth time, the W.C. 
T.U. reaffirmed its position on the 
liquor question as absolutely in favor 
of total prohibition of the manufac- 
ture, importation, exportation and sale 
of all intoxicating liquors for bever- 
age purposes, 

The question of Bible study in the 
schools came up and it was decided 
to recommend the reading of the Bi- 
ble without comment, in addition to 
the reading of thé Lord's Prayer as 
already provided for in the school or- 
dinance. The provincial government 
will also be asked to urge the fed- 
eral parliament to enact legislation 
making false registration of men 
with female companions, as man and 
wife, a criminal offence.

with the exception of the Suffield and 
Brooks subdivisions. Cutting is com- 
pleted with the exception of the 
Crownsnest and Red Deer subdivision 
where from 10 to 25 per cent of the 
grain remains standing. Threshing 
is about 50 per cent complete. Reports 
of wheat growing in stooks are exag- 
gerated and out-turns are expected 
to show less damage than rumors in- 


dicate, Sugar beets are being har- 
vested and are showing a greater 
tonnage than last year. Livestock is 


active and quite a number of 
have been shipped. 

On the B.D, & B.C. railway weather 
conditions have been showery, but on 
the whole sufficiently favorable to 
permit carrying on with threshing op- 
erations. The crop is exceptional in 
this district and most of the grain go- 
ing into the elevators is grading No. 1. 

In British Columbia the apple crop 
in the Okanagan is being harvested 
under more favorable conditions, The 
movement of fruit through the prairie 
has been slow owing to weather con- 
ditions there. Packing houses are 
filled to capacity. The onion crop is 
damaged from 30 to 50 per cent by 
frost. This does not mean that all 
this quantity will not be shipped but 
that there will be a very few stand- 
ard grade onions fit to sell from this 
territory. Frost completely wiped out 
the balance of the tomato crop but 
the fruit trees were not hurt.

| Treatment by creosote of timber 
used in the construction of bridges by 
the Alberta government has proved 

| an unqualified success and is undoubt- 
edly the outstanding feature of bridge 

de- 
Alex Ross, minister of 


work throughout the province, 
clared Hon, 
public works. 

“Heretofore wooden bridges were 
considered due for replacement every 
10 or 12 years, and in many cases 
more frequently, but by treating, the 
timber with creosote we have found 
that though the initial cost is one- 
third greater the life of the bridge is 
three times that built with untreated 
timber. This insures economy in 
the long run and is a step in the right 
direction of conserving. the natural 
resources,” 

Hon. Mr. Ross stated that during 
the present season the government 
had expended $500,000 on bridges that 
had given continual employment to 
15 bridge crews totalling 125 men. 
Two crews worked on steel and con- 
crete and the balance. on timber 
bridges. 

In all 468 bridges have been Duilt 
this year, one concrete, &L steel and 
436 wooden. All steel spans, except 
those in the northern part of the pro- 
vince, where native timber was avail- 
able, were constructed on creosoted 
timber abutments or on concrete, All 
piling and timber for timber bridges 
were treated except those in the north 
where local material was used. 

The total amount of timber used 
Was 2,121,627 feet. Of this, 10,000. 
lineal feet was untreated pilmg and 
60,000 feet of native pine piling was 
treated as was 200,009 feet of fir and 
tamaracspiling. Of the other Iumber 
850,000,000 feet was untreated and 
1,271,627 treated. 

Practically all bvidge werk for the 
season has been conipleted, said Hon. 
Mr, Ross though stee) bridge  con- 
struction is carried on ail the year 
round, } 

Most of the timber used is cut in 
Alberta west of Red Decr vhere large 
supplies of jack pine are available. It 
is then shipped to Calgary where it 
is treated and made up seccrding to

ERADICATE 
DIPHTHERIA 


Diphtheria is essentially a children’s 
disease, picking its victims chiefly 
during childhood and to a less extent 
It js always a ser: 
ious disease, und not uncommonly a 
fatal one. It frequently kills, maims 
or cripples its victims, chiefly chil- 
dren, It onset is insidious, 
no alarming rash, such as is seen in 
smallpox of scarlet fever to indicate 
the malignancy of the disease. There 
is ordinarily no prostration at the be- 
ginning, such as is seen pneumonia 
to indicate the seriousness of the in- 
fection. 

A small greyish white patch on the 
child’s throat is usually the first sign 
of the disease, and at this stage the 
the child does not appear to be very 
sick. In some instances the first indi- 
cation of illness is an obstruction to 
breathing caused by the growth of 
diphtheria membrane in the child's 
breathing passages. At this time the 
choking, gasping efforts to breathe 
terrify the child and the parents, but 
unfortunately the stage favorable 
treatment has passed. 

When diphtheria anti toxin was 
put into use in 1895 many health an- 
thorities then felt that a relatively 
easy conquest of the disease would 
result. In that, they were mistaken. 
Diphtheria antitoxin is effective as a 
cure only if given early. The disap- 
pointing feature about antitoxin has 
been its limited usefulness when giy- 
en to prevent diphtheria, lt only 
protects against the disease for two 
or three weeks. The immunizing sub- 
stance is not long held in the body, 
and the patient becomes just as sus- 
ceptible to the disease before, 
Diphtheria, itself, does not render the 
person having it immune from a see- 
ond or even a third attack. 

Happily, a new means for dealing 
with the situation becomes available. 
Toxin-antitoxin, the preventive mea- 
sure against diphtheria, was first dis- 
covered accidentally in the course of 
experimentation about thirty years 
ago, In 1913, Park and Zingher of 
New York, began the immunization of 
children in a large organized = way 
through the injection of toxin-anti- 
toxin, and its use in many localities 
has since conclusively demonstrated 
the effectiveness and harmlessness of 
this measure. The favorable results 
have blocked almost from the begin- 
ning country and abroad, 

Later a modification of this came 
into general use, the substance used 
being called “Toxoid” which is the 
same as Toxin-antitoxin except that 
the method employed in neutralizing 
the Toxin is somewhat different. 

It has several advantages over the 
Toxin Antitoxin which need not be 
given here. 

The administration ofToxoid is a 
simple procedure and! can safely be 
performed by any physician, Two 
hypodermic injections of the sub 
stance are given in the arm of.the 
subject at intervals of.one month he- 
tween each injection.. It is but re- 
motely related to antitoxin. Toxin- 
antitoxin or Toxoid will uot cure diph- 
theria. It will prevent ft, but the im- 
munity may be some weeks in devel- 
oping. Once established, the immun- 
ity will last for years, and probably 
for life,

A new book of more than passing 
interest is included in Nelson's au- 
tumn list: ‘Homilies and Recreations” 
by John Buchan, The book is a vol- 
ume of essays covering a wide range 
of subjects and includes “Great Cap- 
tains,” that very comprehensive ad- 
dress which Mr. Buchan delivered to 
several large audiences during his 
last visit to Canada, 

Sir Henry Newbolt’s name is also 
included in the same list—this time, 
not as an. editor of text-books, but as 
the author of a very entertaining vol- 
ume of literary essays entitled “Stud- 
ies Green and Grey.”

Robert Stead has written 
a new work of fiction entitled “Grain” 
and J. H. McCulloch in ‘The Men of 
Kildonan” has written a story of the 
founding of the Red River settlement. 
These three books by western writers 
will be published by McClelland and 
Stewart. 

Martha Ostenso, whose first book, 
“Wild Geese,” created so much com- 
ment, has written another story of 
prairie life, ‘The Dark Dawn,” Har- 
riet Murker, a woman of indomitable 
will and ruthless ambition, marries 
Lucian Dorrit, a farmer's boy, whose 
days have been crowded with dreams 
and the contemplation of youthful 
ideals, The pathos, the humor, the ro- 
mance, the tragedy that fill the years 
of their married life are all unknown 
to those who move about them in the 
rural district, of Loyola. The same 
authentic sense of situation and the 
same grace of style that combined to 
bring the author of “Wild Geese” in- 
to the first rank of contemporary 
writers, will stir fresh enthusiasm 
among Miss Ostenso’s many admirers.

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FORCING BULBS 


The forcing of bulbs in the house in 
winter is so easy that more people 
should experience the delight of hav- 
ing hyacinths, tulips, daffodils and 
others bloom at that time. The bulbs 
should be planted as soon as they 
can be procured in the autumn, as 
unless a good root system is made be- 
fore one tries to force most of the 
bulbs, the bloom will not be satisfac- 
‘tory. If good loamy soil cannot be 
obtained quite satisfactory results 
-{may be had from coarse sand, A soil 
that does not bake is desirable. For 
hyacinths, tulips and daffodils, sone 
or five or six inch pots are most sat: | 
isfactory. Three tulip and daffodil 
bulbs do well in a five or six inch eat 
and one or more hyacinth bulbs per 
pot are used, depending on the size 
of the pot. When planted in pans 
six or more tulip bulbs are used. 
Provide drainage for pot by putting 
a piece or pieces of broken pot, coal 
clinkers, or charcoal in the bottom, 
fill the pot with soil and shake it
